HEINE’S story, particularly those relating to his service in 
German-occupied Estonia.

3. Comment: Of the above leads the only one whom we might 

possibly desire to approach fairly soon (after the hearing) •< 
would be KERT. I see no particular point in contacting Dr. MAE 
merely on grounds of general interest in the HEINE case, and 
LAUR can be added to our list of "reserves” for eventual contact 
by the private investigators.
